Probdhly not. Anyway, it 's interesting to note the result of an in- 
— timato inquiry recently made by the office of home economics in the 
United States Atrrienltural Ucpnrtmeiit. It consisted of a comparison 
of the foodstuffs purchased by 500 families with the aniountsfof tlie 
♦ rame ftwds purchased by 400 families about. twenty yeai-s ago. 
•'.» The outcome shows that the amount of meat in the diet has de- 
I rease^ about eight per cent., and grain products about eleven per 
« ont., vhile dairy products have increased about six per cent. ; vetie- 
tables, four per cent., and fruits eight per cent. The average amount 
cf ilieat and fish supplied in the diet in the 500 studies was about six 
, nunces.daily perjnan ; dairy products, sixteen ounces ; grain ju odncts. 
thirteen ounces; vegetables, wxteen; fi-uits, nine; sugar and syrups, 
iv' ree, and fats, two oiiiloea. 

The use of milk increased up to fourten ounces a day.jvhieh is 
only one-third of a quart. We quite agree with the .Tounial of the 
American Medical AssooiHtion that this is inadequate and shows tliat 
the people of this country undervalue the importance of milk in tiie 
•Met. One-third of a quart of milk to a family is much below what 
'hould be normal— normal merely from a heallii standpoint. 

Perhaps, however, when somebody devises a way to get milk I rom 
the producers to the consumer with part of the heavy middle ehai irc 
eliminated, we will become greater milk drinkers— as a nation— and 
more l\ealthy in conseq uence.
